Display of Prices 

~The retailer shall display at all times the selling 
of the article which he is putting up for sale. display! 
keeping in stock for or setiing up for displ 
whether in a show window or otherwise. — in such a man 
to lead one to believe that Ne is selling, or is setting up fo 
or is inviting proposals for the purchase of the article resei 


it in the main. The selling price of same shall be diépla - 


clear fi so that every person can easily make o 
selling price of that article or an article resenibiling - it 


The Account 

“On selling any article whatever, the seller shall give th 
chaser on handing over the article to the purehaser an a 
bearing the date and signed by the hand of, of in the ma 
the seller (if the sale is Made to the consumer, such an a 
shall be given him on demand). The accoum: shall conta 
following particulars - 

a) Seller's name and address of place of business b) 
chaser’s name. c) Quantity and description ef everythin 
d) Price for which goods are sold, with an account of 
of déliyey, pecking. insurance etc, if such accounts hay 
made, ¢) Description of every service rendered in cons 
with the sale of the article in question, {) Date of sale.”’
